LONDON, May 19.—We have had an 
exciting week, and although calmer now 
we are by no means easy in our minds. 
Something like stupor overtook the city 
when on Monday morning the announce- 
ment appeared that the Stock Exchange 
Committee had interfered to protect short 
sellers of Northern Pacific shares from 
execution and at the same time fixing 
prices at which bargains could be con- 
tinued to the end of the month's settle- 
ment. 

Loud expressions of blame for this ac- 
tion were heard because the public 
thought that the step had been taken 
purely in the interests of the market 
against outsiders. This was hardly the 
case, and as far as I can learn the com- 
mittee had no choice. J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan had become absolute master of the 
arbitragists and could have dictated any 
They had sold more than 
the whole capital of the company, and 
their position was aggravated by the 
transition state of share certificates, the 
new not having yet fully been issued 
against the old. 

Morgan was hastily summoned to Lon- 
don, and at a meeting lasting nearly all 
night Sunday he was told that the busi- 
ness would begin on Monday morning by 
several of the largest houses proclaiming 
themselves defaulters unless he gave 
way.

I think not. Further melodramatic ef- 
fects may not be imminent, but the mar- 
ket here is suffering from such a lack of 
general business as has not been paral- 
leled for at least ten years. In vain are 
prices clangled without end, thrown up 
in the eyes of the public, but the public 
does not trouble to look. Our great Stock 
Exchange official list is emptier of re- 
corded transactions now than I ever re- 
member. This must lead to a decline 
in market prices all round and pro 
longed suffering among groups of spet- 
ulators in every department of busk 
ness. 

The strain put upon the money mar- 
ket by Wednesday’s Stock Exchange 
payments was unprecedented. One bank 
alone, and that by no means the largest, 
tells me that it cleared checks that day 
totaling some £9,000,000, and the aggre- 
gate clearings were more than twelve 
times as much. That this immense liqui- 
dation should have been’ accomplished 
without appreciable difficulty is a mat- 
ter for profound satisfaction, but we 
must note that the Bank of England has 
to be drawn upon for £6,000,000 new 
credit in order to help the business 
through, and the fact that the market 
must lean on the bank’s support contin- 
ually is not regarded by the wiser credit 
merchants with equanimity. - 

We see the market still powerless to 
attract the bullion still passing from the 
brief season’s credit, and gluts, such as . 
that at the end of the week, showed the 
dangergus stringency, and therefore en- 
terprise is checked and business difficult 
to transact. 

Mere discount rate does not indicate 
much, but it may be noted that the bull 
market does not follow the short credit 
market with its usual alacrity.
